Your  Worship,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

The  submission  of  an  annual  report  is  a statutory  requirement  and  in  its  prepar- 
ation one  must  obtain  information  by  the  courtesy  of  certain  other  authorities  whose 
activities  have  a relevance  to  the  state  of  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough. 
Foremost  is  the  County  Health  Department  who  administer  all  the  personal  Health  and 
Welfare  Services  in  the  area  and  I am  grateful  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  permission 
to  include  a descriptive  section  on  the  services  controlled  by  the  County  Council  - I am 
unable,  however,  to  make  any  assessment  of  their  impact  on  the  community  or  on  their 
functioning  at  local  level  as  the  administrative  boundaries  are  absolute.  The  public  do 
not  readily  understand  this  arrangement,  but  any  change  must  await  fundamental  re- 
organisation of  the  whole  of  the  Medway  Town’s  local  government  structure  during  the 
next  decade. 

Environmental  health  and  sanitary  administration  are  the  main  subject  matters  of 
this  report  together  with  a statistical  summary  from  which  one  tries  to  assess  trends  in 
community  health  - however,  in  the  absence  of  any  information  of  actual  illness  in  the 
community  other  than  infectious  disease  notification,  and  death  certificates  from  the 
Registrar,  the  annual  report  on  the  state  of  health  of  the  area  is  presented  with  reser- 
vation. 

HOUSING  Steady  progress  was  maintained  by  the  Public 

Health  Inspectorate  in  the  visitation  and  recording 
of  houses  in  proposed  clearance  areas  in  the  Borough 
and  30  properties  came  within  this  category.  In  addi- 
tion 36  houses  (including  parts  such  as  underground 
rooms)  were  included  in  individual  orders. 

Actually  demolished  subsequent  to  confirmation 
of  orders  from  previous  years  were  96  houses. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation  (Housing  Act 
1961 ).  Nine  houses  were  reported  to  the  Committee 
for  action  as  not  conforming  with  the  Standard  Set 
of  Conditions  approved  by  the  Council  under  the 
Act.  In  most  cases  reduction  in  the  number  of  fami- 
lies living  in  the  property  resulted.

A further  area  comprising  660  dwellings  was 
inspected  and  reported  to  the  Minister  who  subse- 
quently confirmed  the  order  with  tfie  operative  date 
of  1st  J uly,  1965.

Having  regard  to  an  approximate  total  number 
of  premises  of  some  15,000  it  can  thus  be  seen  that 
about  one  quarter  of  the  Borough  is  now  or  will 
shortly  be  subject  to  Smoke  Control.  Surveys  were 
made  of  the  two  Smoke  Control  Areas  in  operation 
to  test  public  opinion.  One  in  ten  households  were 
circularised  and  asked  to  complete  a simple  form  - 
one  survey  was  carried  out  at  commencement  of  win- 
ter and  the  other  in  early  spring.  There  was  an  all 
over  response  from  some  50%  of  households  and  rep- 
lies were  generally  favourable  to  the  idea  of  pre- 
venting atmospheric  pollution  by  smoke.  Cleanliness 
within  the  house  was  the  most  common  reason  given 
support  after  conversions  to  a suitable  heating  appli- 
ance, followed  by  less  work  in  the  home  and  addit- 
ional warmth  at  no  greater  cost. 

Summaries  of  the  replies  appear  in  Appendix  ”E” 
at  the  end  of  the  report. 

The  main  provisions  of  this  new  legislation 
came  into  force  on  1st  August  although  the  provis- 
ions regarding  registration  of  premises  were  in 
effect  from  15th  May.

MAIN  DRAINAGE 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  the  Public 
Inspectorate  commenced  inspections  under  the  Act 
but  it  will  be  some  considerable  time  before  docu- 
mentation is  complete. 

A summary  of  the  annual  return  to  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  is  included  in  Appendix  "F”  at  end  of  the 
report. 

Foul  sewers  were  first  constructed  in  the  Bor- 
ough some  30  years  ago  and  although  the  number 
of  dwellings  not  connected  has  been  slowly  falling 
the  Council  made  a policy  decision  for  a five  year 
programme  for  the  present  150  properties  outstanding. 
The  work  of  tracing  the  present  connections  of  these 
properties  mainly  to  cesspools  which  drain  away 
into  the  chalk  strata  will  be  pursued,  as  will  also 
the  drains  from  some  premises  which  discharge  crude 
sewage  direct  to  the  river. 

There  will  remain  when  this  task  is  completed 
a number  of  properties  on  the  outskirts  of  the  built 
up  areas  and  situated  too  far  distant  from  the  public 
sewer  to  reasonably  require  their  owners  to  effect  a 
connection. 

A summary  of  the  present  situation  will  be  found 
in  Appendix  ”G”  at  end  of  the  report. 

RIDING  ESTABLISHMENT 
ACT,  1964 

(operative  from  1.4.65) 

Only  one  riding  establishment,  operated  for  gain, 
is  located  in  the  Borough  and  was  the  subject  of 
inspection  under  this  Act.  Arrangements  were  con- 
cluded to  effect  a Veterinary  Officer’s  report  on  the 
care  and  treatment  of  the  horses  stabled  on  the 
premises. 

FOOD  & DRUGS  ACT,  1955

Complaints  concerning  food  purchased  for  human 
consumption  were  made  on  31  occasions  by  members 
of  the  public  and  in  10  instances  legal  proceedings 
were  instituted,  the  prosecution  being  successful 
in  9 cases  taken  to  the  Magistrates  Court.

It  is  not  known  if  this  fall  indicates  the  pro- 
tective value  of  preventive  inoculation  and  one  must 
wait  for  the  passage  of  a few  more  years  to  assess 
the  true  significance  - if  any  - of  this  year’s  figure. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Three  deaths  were  certified  as  due  or  associ- 
ated with  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  - two  male  and 
one  female  in  the  older  age  groups,  one  case  not 
having  been  notified  during  life. 

There  were  eleven  primary  notifications  - all 
adults. 

The  total  number  of  persons  on  the  Tubercu- 
losis Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  359  being 
15  fewer  than  the  figure  at  the  same  time  last  year.

RETIREMENT 

Mr.  T.  Howard,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Ins- 
pector, who  had  entered  the  service  of  the  Council 
on  5th  December,  1921  as  a District  Public  Health 
Inspector,  being  appointed  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  in  1938,  retired  after  43  years  of  office. 
His  remarkable  record  of  service  is  not  likely  to 
be  approached  by  any  subsequent  appointee  and  he 
possessed  an  encyclopaedic  knowledge  of  the 
Borough  and  many  of  its  inhabitants. 

He  played  his  part  in  full  and  saw  the  Borough 
grow  from  a population  of  42,665  in  1921,  the  year 
he  came  to  Chatham,  to  the  present  total  in  excess 
of  50,000. 

He  remembered  the  Borough  in  its  relatively 
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insanitary  era  prior  to  the  advent  of  main  drainage 
during  the  1930’s  - effected  the  demolition  and 
clearing  of  large  tracts  of  slum  property  and  saw 
the  birth  of  a new  sanitary  era  in  the  Borough 
during  the  post  war  period  with  Chatham  firmly 
established  as  the  main  commercial  centre  in  the 
Medway  Towns  and  its  growing  food  stores  and 
restaurants  conscious  of  the  need  to  live  up  to  the 
high  standards  of  hygiene  which  he  demanded  as  a 
routine. 

His  successor  Mr.  Barley  took  office  on  1st 
November,  1964  and  holds  a combined  appointment 
as  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  Rochester  and 
Chatham,  which  was  a welcome  step  towards  recog- 
nising the  inevitable  change  in  local  government 
administration  of  the  Medway  area  which  the  future 
must  hold.

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1964 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Chatham. 

Your  Worship,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
health  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  for  the  year  1964.  It  is  only  two  months 
since  my  appointment  as  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  to  the  Borough  of  Chatham  and 
the  City  of  Rochester  and  for  most  of  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  work  was 
under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  T.  Howard,  M.A.P.H.L,  A.R.S.H.,  who  served  this  Authority 
faithfully  and  unceasingly  for  43  years  from  5th  December,  1921  to  27th  November,  1964. 
Mr,'  Howard  was  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  twenty-six  years.  The  department 
wishes  Mr.  & Mrs.  Howard  a long  and  happy  retirement. 

Housing  Re-development 

Work  continued  during  the  year  under  the  Council’s  ten  year  Housing  Re-devel- 
opment Programme.  Thirty  unfit  houses  contained  in  four  small  areas  were  inspected  and 
reported  upon.  In  addition  thirtysix  houses  (including  parts  of  houses)  were  included  in 
individual  orders.  A further  one  hundred  and  ten  unfit  houses  were  inspected  but  action 
regarding  these  was  delayed  in  order  to  inspect  and  report  upon  an  adjacent  area  at  the 
same  tine.  The  process  ^ f ’r.s[)ection,  representation,  inquiry,  rchons'ng,  demolition  and 
re-development  is  an  arduous  and  long  task. 

Food  Hygiene 

The  improvement  in  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  shops  and  restaurants  has  been 
maintained.  This  has  been  assisted  by  the  gradual  modernisation  of  these  premises,  but 
it  is  only  by  regular  routine  visits  by  the  public  health  inspector  that  real  progress  is 
attained. 

Clean  Air 

Preliminary  inspections  of  houses  for  inclusion  in  a further  Smoke  Control 
Order  continued  during  the  year  and  The  Borough  of  Chatham  No.  3 Smoke  Control  Order 
was  made.  This  contained  660  dwellings  and  the  Order,  which  was  confirmed  in  December, 
will  become  operative  on  1st  July,  1965. 

Food  Inspection 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  Chatham.  100%  inspection  of  all  animals 
killed  at  the  slaughterhouse  has  again  been  maintained.  This  necessitates  the  attendance 
of  an  inspector  at  the  slaughterhouse  on  each  weekday  including  Saturday. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  which  came  into  force 
on  1st  August,  1964,  sets  out  to  give  to  the  office  and  shop  worker  standards  of  health, 
welfare  and  safety  which  have  long  been  enjoyed  by  employees  in  industry.  It  was  the 
duty  of  all  occupiers  of  premises  which  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  to  register  with 
the  appropriate  authority.  Despite  the  publicity  it  was  estimated  that  only  about  three 
quarters  of  those  that  should  have  registered  had  done  so  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Owing 
to  the  comprehensive  inspections  that  are  necessary  it  will  be  some  considerable  time 
before  all  the  premises  covered  by  the  Act  are  visited. 

1 would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given  to  me  during 
my  settling  in  period  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  deputy,  and  all  members  of  the 
Health  Department  staff.

MILK ; Fat  3.8,  solids  not  fat  8.40  per  cent,  F,P,D.  C O.523,  The  Freezing 
Point  Depression  was  slightly  less  than  that  normally  given  by  bulk  milk  and  the 
olids  not  fat  were  0.1  per  cent  below  the  presumptive  standard.  A warning  letter 
was  sent  to  the  producers, 

MILK ; The  Pulsllc  Analyst  reported  as  follows  upon  two  samples 

"On  receipt  the  milks  were  found  to  be  souring  and  the  predcminant 
taste  was  that  of  milk  which  was  beginning  to  go  off.  In  the  circumstances, 
therefore,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  say  whether  in  fact  the  milks  were  abnormal 
in  flavour  or  whether  the  abnormality  consisted  in  slight  souring," 

No  further  action  was  taken. 

MILK;  The  Public  Analyst  reported  that  the  Freezing  Point  Depression  of  this 
■ o 

sample  was  C O.506,  approximately  4 per  cent  added  water.  As  this  sample  was 
taken  in  transit  Just  beyond  the  Authority's  boundary,  the  matter  was  referred  to 
the  Authority  in  whose  area  the  milk  was  produced. 

SAL  VOLATILE ; The  samples  should  have  been  described  as  "Spirit  of  Sal  Volatile". 
They  failed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  B.P.C,  for  such  products. 

The  retailer  was  requested  to  sell  the  product  under  the  description 
of  "Spirit  of  Sal  Volatile". 

STEAK  AND  KIDNEY  PUDDING;  The  meat  content  of  one  sample  was  23  per  cent  and  tl^e 
other  25  per  cent.  The  Pood  Standards  Committee  report  on  Canned  Meats 
suggested  a standard  of  not  less  than  35  per  cent,  A letter  was  sent  to  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  who  said  that  this  sort  of  pudding 
would  not  be  covered  by  the  proposed  canned  meat  regulations  and  so  the  recommended 
35  per  cent  minimum  meat  content  would  not  apply.  The  Revised  Proposals  for  Regul- 
ations on  Meat  Pies  (which  cover  steak  and  kidney  puddings)  now  suggest  a meat  con- 
tent of  not  less  than  25  per  cent.

M A IN DRAINAGE 


There  are  now  some  I5I  premises  not  connected  to  the  fovil  sewers.  This 
figiire  does  not  include  premises  situated  beyond  the  ends  of  the  foul  sewers,  or  21 
properties  whose  condition,  structure  or  position  do  not  warrant  the  cost  of  such 
connection;  in  other  words,  those  included  in  present  and  suggested  Housing  Redevel- 
opment Programmes.  Since  foul  sewers  were  first  constructed  over  thirty  years  ago 
there  has  been  no  cost  to  the  Covincil  for  the  actual  work  of  connections. 

All  the  "reasonable"  connections  have  been  completed  and  only  those  pre- 
senting difficulties  are  left.  These  may  be  summarised  as  follows ;- 

1.  Properties  connected  direct  to  storm  sewers  or  to  the  River,  or  of  which  there 

is  no  knowledge  of  disposal  of  sewage:-  53  properties 

The  above  properties  referred  to  are  sitviated  chiefly  in  the  town  centre. 

2.  Properties  built  Just  before  foul  sewers  became  available  and  the  cesspools  of 

which  have  never  been  emptied:-  9 properties 

3.  Properties  where  the  positions  of  cesspools  are  not  known:-  68  properties 

4.  Properties  on  the  North  East  side  of  Luton  Road  which  have  not  been  flooded  dur- 

ing storms  while  their  nelghbotirs  on  the  foul  sewer  have  been  so  flooded: - 

11  properties 

5.  Properties,  owners  or  owner/occupiers  of  which  would  have  financial  difficulty 

in  paying  for  the  work;-  2 properties 

6.  Properties  which  have  cement  rendered  cesspools, but  so  far  no  requests  for  their 

emptying  have  been  made  since  the  foul  sewers  extension  became  available :- 

2 properties 

7.  Properties  where  orders  for  connection  have  been  placed:-  2 properties 

8.  Properties  where  work  of  connection  is  in  progress:-  4 properties 

When  building  plans  are  submitted  for  approval  and  alterations  of  drains  are 
necessary,  if  the  premises  are  not  connected  to  the  foul  sewers, these  are  not  accep- 
ted or  approved  unless  the  connection  is  made. 

No  cesspools  are  emptied  free  of  charge  within  the  area  of  the  foul  sewers, un- 
less it  is  to  connect  the  drains  to  the  foul  sewers. 

If  some  defect  is  apparent  in  drains  which  are  connected  to  a cesspool  then 
pressure  is  brought  to  bear  whereby  when  the  defect  is  remedied,  connection  to  the 
foul  sewer  is  made  at  the  same  time. 
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All  unconnected  cesspools  should  be  inspected  to  see  whether  they  are  leaking 
and  then  notices  under  Section  50  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  can  be  served.  In 
some  cases  this  may  mean  gardens  being  dug  over  to  find  the  cesspools,  or  the  drain 
broken  open,  rods  inserted  and  the  approximate  position  of  the  cesspool  ascertained 
and  when  the  cesspool  is  found  its  condition  inspected.  Drains  so  broken  would  have 
to  be  repaired  and  left  in  good  condition. 

Owners  asking  about  financial  provision  are  told  that  there  is  no  assistance 
except  that  the  Co\mcil  would  consider  a mortgage  if  application  is  made.  ' 

House  drains  connected  to  the  storm  watersewers  could  be  dealt  with  under 
Section  42,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  as  follows 

"1.  Where  any  premises  have  a drain  or  sewer  communicating  with  a public  sew- 
er .or  a cesspool  but  that  system  of  drainage,  thovigh  sufficient  for  the  effectual 
drainage  of  the  premises,  is  not  adapted  to  the  general  sewerage  system  of  the  dis- 
trict, or  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  local  authority  otherwise  objectionable^  the 
authority  may,  at  their  own  expense  and  on  condition  that  they  first  provide  in 
a position  eqvially  convenient  to  the  owner  of  the  premises  a drain  or  sewer  equally 
effectual  for  the  drainage  thereof  and  communicating  with  a public  sewer,  close  the 
existing  drain  or  sewer  and  fill  up  the  cesspool,  if  any,  and  do  any  work  necessary 
for  that  purpose. 

2.  A local  authority  who  propose  to  execute  any  work  \inder  this  section  shall 
give  notice  of  their  proposals  to  the  owner  of  the  premises  in  question  and,  if  he 
is  aggrieved  thereby,  as  regards  either  the  position  or  the  sufficiency  of  the  drain 
or  sewer  proposed  to  be  provided  for  the  drainage  of  the  premises,  he  may  appeal  to 
a court  of  sxanmary  Jurisdiction." 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  department  that  the  elimination  of  cesspools 
should  be  pursued,  and  this  has  been  done. In  I928  when  the  Borough  was  sewered  there 
were  some  10,000  houses  on  cesspools  and  this  has  been  reduced  to  the  aforementioned 
151.  If  the  circumstances  arise  when  cesspools  can  be  eliminated  this  is  always  done, 
but  during  the  war  years  when  circ\anstances  were  altered,  this  was  not  possible. 

There  is  some  reluctance  on  the  part  of  b\illders  to  give  estimates  for  connec- 
tion work  and  this  does  retard  the  work  being  carried  out. 

Since  the  end  of  J\ine  nine  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  foul  sewers, 
orders  placed  for  two  houses  and  works  in  progress  on  four  houses.

In  some  cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three 
nights  a week  to  give  relief  to  relatives. 

FAMILY  CARE  SERVICE 

After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department, this  service  is  provided 
for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the  absence  of  the 
mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  Illness  or  confinement  or  in  other 
special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to  families  where  care  of  at  least  two 
children  is  Involved  and  the  period  of  service  is  limited  to  three  months. 

FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents'  consent,  in  households  where 
the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much  below  those 
generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The  three  main  objectives  of 
the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  families,  to  Improve  the  wel- 
fare of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up. 
Intensive  training  for  a period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a 
follow-on  service  for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of 
mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period  of  three 
months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a week  until  theyoun^st  child 
reaches  compulsory  school  age.

The  bacteriological  examination  of  throat  swabs,  sputum,  blood,  milk, water 
or  other  suspected  material  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Preston 
Hall,  British  Legion  Village,  Maidstone,  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Research 
Co\mcll  for  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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
